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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of35U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time 
the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The reference 
to the springs having "compressive tensioning" force is unclear. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 3,11,12,17,18-21, and 28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The following 
phrases lack antecedent basis; "the first and second biasing members", as set forth 
in claim 1 1 ; "the second support", as set forth in claim 17; "the first support", as 
set forth in claim 18; "the engagement means", as set forth in claim 28. The 
claimed angle with respect to the second support, as set forth in claim 3, when the 
second support is not being claimed, renders the claim indefinite. Claim 20 is 
improper, as it does not further limit any positively claimed element. 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 
that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8 and 13-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by Perry. Perry shows a means for locking 42,43, and a handle 43a. 

Claims 9,10,23, and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by either Dye or Weiland. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for 
all obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 1,12,25, and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Weiland in view of Emmert. Weiland shows the claimed device 
with the exception of the pin. Emmert shows the use of a pin as an abutment means 
for a spring. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify the securing means of Weiland to comprise 
a pin , in lieu of his means 19, to provide an abutment for his spring. Furthermore, 
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to use a conventional rivet pin for the pin 12, would have been an obvious 
mechanical expedient. 

Claims 27-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Emmert in view of Weiland. Emmert shows the claimed device with the exception 
of a second spring. Emmert shows a first and second spring. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the securing means of Emmert to comprise a second spring to facilitate the 
positioning of his securing means. Furthermore, to use a conventional rivet pin for 
the pin 12, would have been an obvious mechanical expedient. 

Claims 27-32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Masuda in view of Weiland. Masuda shows the claimed device with the exception 
of a second spring. Emmert shows a first and second spring. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
modify the securing means of Masuda to comprise a second spring to facilitate the 
positioning of his securing means. Furthermore, to use a conventional rivet pin as a 
spring abutment means, would have been an obvious mechanical expedient as such 
practice is conventional in the art.
